Three Women Came Near Losing 


Lives at Railroad Crossing. 


Mrs. George Brocker and Mrs. Ed 
Crane, of this city, and Mrs. Arthur 
Compton, of New Albany, came near 
losing their lives Wednesday evening 
at the Railroad crossing at O ’ Brien 
street and Cincinnati 
avenue. 
The 
three ladies were 
out driving and
